Water ^Glass (solution of sodium sili- 


cate) is easy to use and will keep eggs from 
six to ten months and, in some cases, even a 
year. 
Simply add water that has been 


boiled and cooled, 9 parts to Water Glass 1 
part. Mix well and pour this solution in a 
stone jar having the capacity twice the vol- 
ume of the prepafed solution and place in 
clean fresh eggs, as obtained, being careful 
not to crack them. Do not wash eggs—it 
injures them.

UNDER CONTROL 


Department of Agriculture Believes 


That Flag Smut and Take-all 


Are Properly Cornered 


MUST NOT STOP FIGHTING 


If Once 
Eradicated it 
Probably 


Will Never Find it's Way Back 


From Outside Sources 


Washington. -Inly :to—Indications 


arp that llip two dreaded foreign I'oes 
of wheat, flag smut and take-all, will 
not become widespread in the Tinted 
Slates. 
The Tinted Slates Depart- 


ment of Agriculture announces that 
the two States wliere these diseases 
appeared, Indiana and Illinois, have 
taken steps t h a i ' will 
prevent 
the 


spread of the diseases from the in- 
fected tields and that should wipe 
out in a few years the infection 
in 


fields where it exists. 


Indiana officials 
came to The re- 


i-eiit hearing in Washington with ad-. 
equate safeguards already 
placed. 


Shortly after the hearing, Illinois 
established similar safeguards. All 
the infected wheat in both states is 
under control and will be disinfected 
before any use whatever is made of 
it. All straw and stubble are to be 
burned, thrashing machines 
are to 


be thoroughly disinfected, and 
no 


wheat is to be grown 
in 
infected 


areas for several years. 


Under these conditions full confi- 


dence is felt that neither of the dis- 
eases, will spread from the diseased 
areas in Illinois and Indiana. That 
does not mean, however, that the 
tight against Mug smut and take-all 
is over. 
It is possible that one or 


both of the diseases exist this' year 
in places where they have not been 
1-er-ogniy.ed. 
There is, however, 
no 


i great probability that this is true. 


j The Department of Agriculture and 


I its cooperating agencies have been 
diligently on the lookout for these 


i two diseases all summer and have 
found no evidences of them except, 


in the two areas. Both flag smut and 
take-all occur in Illinois and only 
take-all in Indiana. 
The experts, 


however, realize the possibility that 
some infested spots may have es- 
caped observation, and it would not 
be surprising if diseased fields are 
found elsewhere next spring. 


In the meantime, there will be no 


let-up in the work of preventing eith- 
er of the diseases from 
get,ting a 


real foothold anywhere in the United 
States. The Federal Department is 
working with the authorities of Illi- 
nois and Indiana, giving them every 
possible aid. Its pathologist* are 
energetically studying the diseases, 
and its representatives are search- 
ing the country over to make certain 
whether or not there are other in- 
fested areas and to see that effective 
measures of control are available if 
anv such areas are discovered. 


The cooperation of State author- 


ities is essential in order to prevent 
hardship 
if 
further 
infestations 


should 
be 
discovered. 
Only 
the 


prompt action of Indiana and Illi- 
nois prevented the placing of a quar- 
antine against all the wheat in those 


states, a measure which would have 
meant hardship, not only to all thrf 
wheat growers in the 
two States, 


but to dealers, millers, and consum- 
ers. 
Even prompt State action will 


be desirable if either of the diseases 
is found later to exist in any other 
State. 


Neither of these diseases is likely 


to find its way into 
the 
country 


again from out-side sources. 
The 


Department of Agriculture has es- 
tablished 
quarantine 
regulations 


against all the rest of the world in 
which either of the diseases exists. 
No small grain can come in for any 
purpose unless it lias been thorough- 
ly sterilized with steam heat. 
It is 


the purpose of the department, say 
its ollicials, to make the clean up of 
these plant plagues as thorough ami 
as prompt as it did the 
foot-and- 


mouth disease of 
animals a 
few- 


years ago.
